A Spot With a History. 

"Between Heliopolis and Zagazig." 
says the London ffewx, "there is an in- 
teresting spot connected with later Jew- 
ish history.

New York special to tho Cincinnati 
Gasette. Capt. Shaw. Chief of the Lons 
don Fire Department, ha. returned from 
a toar of inspection through esveral Wes 
tern eitlee. To a reporter to-day be ex- 
pressed his gratitude for tbe kind recep 
lion met with wherever be went. 

"How do the fire departments of Ameri- 
ca compare with thoa. of London? " 

••Well. I feed some constraint In .peak- 
ing, but will .ay again, a. I said in my 
addre.s in Chicago and in Cincinnati, thai 
what ihe fire departments of the United 
Slates need is a thorough system of train- 
ing ths men. 1 found the same disregard 
of training everywhere I went. Every 
effort seemed to be to purchase the inven - 
lion of some man who had, perhaps, nev- 
er been in the business. I round tbese 
same eumhrous inventions and applian 
ces everywhere. Your machinery is toi 
hsavy to be handled quickly, although the 
firemen or New York are to be commend 
ed for their quickness in getting to a 
firs. Still, coachmen or women eottld be 
taught lo do that, and at this pclnl their 
training ceases. You own the same ap- 
pliancea to put out a fire in a lady's 
dressing-room that yon do to extinguish a 
conflagration in a cotton warehouse." 

"What remedy would you suggest?" 

'•First, no man is master here a. I am 
in London. Tour heads of fire depart- 
ments are not in office long enough to 
learn the names of ihe tools they are ex- 
pected to use. How can anything he 
gained from experienoe when this is ihe 
ease? Then Ihe men should bo thorough 
ly trained to work with si.me unity of 
purpose when at a fire. The firemen of 
Now York are daring, it ie true, but 
wkat does daring amount lo without train, 
ing and system? You might lake the 
ea.a of lb. French in th. Franco Prussian 
war. Thsy were dareing, and yet never 
won a battle. If I had the same system 
la London that you have I dare say thsre 
would be as many big fires In London at 
in New York." 

"Then you think tbe fire department of 
thie city is not to be compared to that of 
London?" 

"We have unquestionably a better do* 
partment there. We have much greater 
•risk.,' to u.e a fireman's phrase, and 
muoh larger but! lings. We are expect- 
ed to pro'eet $1,200 000,000, and are al- 
lowed $525,000 lo do it with. 1 do not 
know the precise figures, but I understand 
that a much larger sum is expended on 
the Fire Department of this ciiy. Then 
we have an area of 121 square miles to go 
over, muoh more than is the ease here.

Chicago special (o Cincinnati Commer- 
oiat: The Chicago Tribune will print an 
interview, occupying three oolamns, wiih 
Mr. Blaine, the first part of which is de- 
voted to the consideration of his civil 
service record and the New Tork Post's 
personal attacks upon him. Mr. Blaine 
also speaks at some length of the read- 
juster movement in Virginia. He said 
that he was in entire sympathy with the 
Mraight out Republican party in that 
Stats, and that be bad always been oppos- 
ed lo a Rcpubhoan coalition with Mahooe. 

"I think it was a great blunder," ssid 
Mr. Blains, 'to nnite the Republican 
parly with the Readjiisters. The Repub- 
lican party baa been a.'waya pivoted to 
upholding the public faith, and Ihis fact 
contributed powerfully to the victory of 
ItWO. To turn right around and Join the 
repudiation wing of the Virginia Democ- 
racy seemed to me the Inst degree of folly 
for the Republicans. Lei us give the de- 
vil bis due. The Bourbon Democraoy 
passed tha M^Tulloch bill after full con- 
sultation wltsWlie creditors, anj with 
their consent. Mr. Mabone's party de- 
clines lo confer with ibe creditors that 
the debtors will fix the amount they will 
pay. The very moment ibis ground is 
taken it is repudistion. 

"If the creditor is lo be exoluded from 
the consideration of even conference, and 
the debtor bi.nseir assumes ibe right tons 
the limit of Its liability, the* the princi- 
ple or repudiation is established and sub 
sequent details are left to the whim and 
caprice of the debtor. 1 would have ad- 
vised, and in 1881 I did advise, so far as 
it was my business, Chat the Republicans 
should adhere to their own standard, and 
not become complicated with any theories 
of repudiation. In that way good men or 
all parties would have been drawn to us. 

•■How was the Oarffeld Cabinet on the 
question?' queried ths reporter. 

"Divided, ssid Mr. Blaine; "divided 
about as evenly as seven men can divide 
on any question, and, therefore, no posi- 
tive or effeotive thing was done iu the 
early singe of the campaign, and the 
tragedy of July 2 removed it from consid- 
eration." 

"Well, do you think Virginia should be 
expected to pay the debt in full principal 
and interest?"' 

• No, said Mr. Blaine, ' I do not, and 
her creditors do not expect it. The credi 
tors are willing to make a generous ad- 
justment, but they do not want ibe adjust 
ment to be all on one side and have allow 
ance thrown to them as a bone would be 
thrown to a starving dog That is about 
what Mr. Mahone proposes, as I under- 
stand it. ' 

"Well, why do yen think Virginia 
should not bo expected to pay ths whole 
debt as other States have done?" 

''Principally because she was torn and 
die membered by the war," responded 
Mr. Blaine, "sad her ability to pay was 
very greatly impaired. No oiher State or 
the Confederaey suffered as Virginia did 
No other State was mutilated ae she was. 
West Virginia, that was torn from her in 
tho violence of the war as a war moasure, 
ie an empire of wealth lost forever to tbe 
old State. No equal area in this country 
is so rich in natural resources as West 
Virginia. The people desire the new 
State and should have it, but the loss to 
the old State is very grest.*' 

• What do you think will bo tbe end of 
it all?" inquired the reporter. 

'•I do not know," eaid Mr .^tlaine. "but 
I should be glad lo see the Ueneral Oov. 
eminent aid Virginia in some practicable 
way In settling herdebt. When we were 
at war witb Mexioo and dismembered her 
territory we made her an allowance of 
many nvllions of dollars, and 1 think we 
could afford to be equally just and gener- 
ous to one of our own Stales that we dis- 
membered for our own advantage." 

"Do you think West Virginia ought lo 
pay a share of the debt?" 

• Under all the circumstances I do not. 
Nor do I believe that there is a State io 
tbe Union, situated as West Virginia is, 
that would assume any portion of the 
Virginia debt. You must remember that 
we did not ereot the State of West Vir- 
ginia lo oblige its inhabitants. We did 
it as a war measure for the benent of the 
whole Union, nnd the State or Virgini 

ifiee alone. It ia not, 
ir or right that Vir- 
be made the victim for

oapital by millions; all owned by work 
people. Other like ooncerns in England 
have made similar records. The inalltu 
lion here referred lo is rounded on $5 
shares, no one stockholder being allowed 
to carry more than $60 eseept in cases of 
beads or familica, and they are limited to 
$600. The suggestion is mads that it 
would be an easy matter ror twen'y 
young men to pool their cash, say $60 
eaob, and embark it in some line of trade 
or manuraoture. That is $'2,000 to stsrt 
on, one or Ibe corporsiion to manage ths 
business, snd, ai tbe ead or tbe first yesr 
$1,000 bs adJed, or twice that sum. Sev- 
eral or the great New England cotton anf 
other industries began in tbis way, and 
have grown from just ench beginnings 
Now what we suggest is tbis: Instead o 
indulging in the revar or Insurance specu 
latien that prevails at present, take up i 
rorm or investment like the above fcr 
yoor small sums. Such an organisatiot 
is of permanent and increasing benefit u 
all tne stockholders. It calls for so smal 
an amonnt that most any man may read> 
ly embark in it. The matrimonial hens- 
flit are hardly greater than the moral ir- 
flaence that grows out of it. It fostersa 
doe economy and regard ror the futiirt. 
It makes a well balanced life for evert 
man, and is a seourity in time of need.
